d) an output device ; 

e) a barrier chamber ; 

f) a barrier member; 

g) safe and armed positions; 

h) an impelling gas; 

i) a conduit; and 

j) a delay output component.

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4. Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows. Applicant's arguments are directed to 
how applicant's claim language reads over the fig. 1 Hardt et al. embodiment. Note that this 
embodiment is no longer being applied to claims 1-4 (see paragraph 3 above). Rather the 
embodiments of Hardt et al. as illustrated in figs. 8-9 and 10-11 are now being applied to claims 
1-4 (see paragraph 3 above). 

5. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Belsley (598). 



Belsley (598) discloses a safe-arm device comprising: 

a) a housing; 10 

b) inlet and outlet apertures; contain 90, 92 

c) a barrier chamber; contains 58 

d) a barrier member movable from safe/arm positions; 58 

e) a delayed output component; 94 

f) a source of impelling gas; 96 

g) an input device; 90 
i) an output device; and 92 

h) a conduit. 54, 56 



6. Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows. It is argued that Belsley lacks a conduit 
as claimed in claim 1. In response, please note bore 54 and in particular the reduced diameter 
portion 56 of bore 54. 

7. This application contains claims 5-12 drawn to an invention nonelected without traverse 
in the paper filed on 2/13/2007. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation 
of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01.
